RICHARD L BALDWIN W1RU NAMED IARU PRESIDENT EMERITUS 


Richard Baldwin W1RU, immediate past President of the International Ama- 
teur Radio Union has been named IARU President Emeritus. 


Dick as he is affectionately known, has served organised Amateur Radio for more 
than half a century. He served the IARU as Secretary from 1976 to1982 and 
played a vital role in the success enjoyed by the Amateur and Amateur Satellite 
Services at the 1979 ITU World Administrative World Radio Conference. 


He also served for 17 years as President of the IARU, from 1982 to 1999, and 
led the development and adoption of a new IARU Constitution and a general 
strengthening of the IARU as the spokesman for amateur radio at the ITU and 
in regional telecommunications organisations. 


As principal instructor of the Amateur Radio Administration Course he brought 
a greater understanding of the value of amateur radio to hundreds of telecom- 
munications administrators throughout the world. 


In accepting the title, Dick Baldwin observed: “It has been an honour and a 
privilege to have been associated with IARU for so many years and I am de- 
lighted to learn that the connection continues. I appreciate the thoughtfulness 
of the members of the Administrative Council in naming me as President Emer- 
itus, and I am ready to continue providing whatever aid in support of IARU 
goals that may be appropriate, remembering of course that whatever may have 


been accomplished in the past was the result of superb teamwork on the part 
of a number of enthusiastic and devoted people.” 


Dick has been invited to attend the IARU Region 1 Conference in Lillehammer, 
Norway, in September as a guest of the Region. 


The SARL is planning to present Dick a special gift from South African Ama- 
teurs and has established a gift fund.

SARL HF CONTESTS - CHECK OUT THE NEW DATES 


The SARL’s two premier operating events are just around the corner. The 
standing rules state that the Phone contest is run on the first Sunday of August, 
and the CW contest on the last Sunday of the same month. This year, the 
relevant dates are 1 August for Phone and 29 August for CW. The contest runs 
from 15:00 to 18:00 SAST. Please note the date for the Phone contest is incorrect 
in the blue book. The new date is August 1. 


The contests provide an excellent opportunity to hone your operating skills and 
to renew old acquaintances, and also an excellent excuse to make those station 
improvements you've been contemplating for a long time. 


If you’re thinking about joining the fun but don’t know how to go about it, 
here’s everything you need to know. No paperwork is required in advance -j ust 
make sure you’re on the air when the contest starts. 


Use the 20, 40 and 80 metre bands. Contact as many other Southern African 
stations as you can, and exchange reports and serial numbers with each of them. 
For example, you would give your first contact on phone number 59 001. He 


might give you something like 57 002, depending on how quickly he got off the 
mark. 


Apart from sheer number of contacts, you should also try to contact as many 
as possible of the ZS call areas. There are two additional areas that provide 
significant point credit. These two areas are defined in the rules, but roughly 
comprise all our easterly and westerly neighbours respectively. 


In past contests, the ZS3 call area has been the most difficult to find. If you’re 
a ZS3, or you have relatives in the Northern Cape that have been nagging you 
to visit them, now is your chance to be in demand. You'll find every competitor 
to be unusually keen to make your acquaintance, and you’ll leave several dozen 
happy contesters in your wake. In a past contest, for example, two ZS6 operators 
operated portable from ZS3, and enjoyed the resulting pileups tremendously. 


Most of the participants will follow propagation as sunset approaches. You’ll 
find that the activity starts on 20 metres as the contest opens. Within half an 
hour or so, most of the participants will move to Forty. Towards the end of the 
contest, most of the activity will be on Eighty. 


Don’t be caught unaware: You must try to work as many stations and areas 
on each band as you can before the other participants move down to the next 
band. 


There can be only a handful of trophy winners in the contest. However, the 
contests provide a good opportunity for anyone, regardless of experience and 
skill level, to see what’s possible, and to listen to the experts. You’ll hear 
some slick operators who log stations at a furious rate and don’t seem to miss 
anything, and you’ll hear some operating practices that you will definitely not 
want to emulate. Learn from the courteous and efficient operators, and you'll 
see how your own operating style changes for the better. 


If you’re chasing the Worked All ZS award, you'll find no better opportunity 
to make rapid progress. Especially in the Phone contest, the leading operators 
come very close to meeting the full requirements in this contest.
